The Federal Communication Commission, created by an Act of Congress 
approved June 19, 1934, was organized on July 11, with all seven members 
present, Judge Bugene Ge Sykes, appointed chairman by President Roosevee 
1t, presided. : 


The act creating the Commission, as an independent government agen-~ 
oy; provides for the regulation of interstate and foreign commnications 
by wire or radio and abolishes the Federal Radio Commission which was 
organized Mareh 15, 1927. 


The Commission named Paul D. P. Spearman, of Tremont, Miss., gener- 
al counsel and Herbert Ly Pettey, of Kansas City, Mo., secretary, Mr. 
Pettey was secretary of the Federal Radio Commission from March 31,1933, 
until it was abolished, 


The first meeting of the Commission they authorized that all licen- 
ses, regulation permits, etc., made or granted by the Federal Radio Co- 
mm sion were continued’ in effect until modified, terminated, superseded 
or repealed by the Commission or by operation of law,
